2. Applicants' arguments, see pages 18-20 of the Supplemental Amendment received 
2/27/06, and pages 19-22 of the Amendment received 1/31/06 and, with respect to the objections 
and rejections recited in the prior Office action mailed 8/31/05 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The objections and rejections recited in the prior Office action has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 18-21 are allowed; and are renumbered as 1-7. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a latch circuit for use in a liquid crystal display 
device. The independent claim 1 requires: " the pulse signal being inputted fi-om the first input 
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terminal (JN) to a gate electrode of a first transistor fM15V \ " the clock signal being inputted 
from the second input terminal (CK) to a gate electrode of a second transistor flVI16V \ and " an 
output terminal (OUT) fi-om which a synchronized pulse signal is outputted, wherein the clock 
signal has an amplitude smaller than an amplitude of the synchronized pulse signal to reduce 
power consumption " (see Fig. 5). The closest prior art, Maekawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,894,296), 
and Maekawa et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,646,642) disclose conyentional latch circuits for use in a 
liquid crystal display devices, either singularly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the 
above underlined limitations.
